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PliEFACE. 


This work is intencled esi)ecially as a Siippleuient to 
my Sanskrit Grammar (Leipzig, IS/O), giving, with a fnl- 
ness of detail that was not then practicable, nor admissible 
as part of the grammar itself, all the (juotablc roots of the 
language, with the tense and conjugation-systems made from 
them, and with the noun and adjective (inrmitival and par- 
ticipial) formations that attach themselves most closely to 
the verb; and further, with the other derivative noun and 
adjeetive-stems usually classed as primary, since these also 
are needed, if one would have a eom)>rehensivc view of 
the value of a given root in the language. And everything 
given is dated, with such accuracy as the information thus 
tar in hand allows — whether found in the language 
throughout its whole history, or limited to a certain period. 

My leading authority has nceessarily been tliat magni- 
ficent thesaurus of authentic inforniation respecting the 
Sanskrit language of every period , tiie great St. Peters- 
burg Lexicon of llbhtlingk and Roth. ’ This I have gone 
carefully over, excer[ding all the material needed for my 
purpose. So far, indeed, as concerns the epic and clas- 
sical literature, the Lexicon has been almost my sola source, 
since my own collections, for verification or of additional 
material, though not wholly wanting, have yet heeiy^al- 
togetlier insignificant as compared with it. But in the older 
language, of Veda and Brahraana and Upainshad and Shtra, 
1 have done much more independent work^ I have, namely,

gone over all the texts of tlio earlier period accessible to 
me. including (by the kindness of Professor Weber) the as 
yet unjmblishcd Kiiusitaki-llrahmana and Kathaka, and l)y 
the kindness of the late Dr. Purnell) the immense Jaiminiya 
or Talavakara- Brahnuina. which has as yet hardly been 
accessible to any one else : ' and from them i have ex- 
cerpted all the noteworthy verbal forms and (less completely) 
the primary derivatives: thus verifying and occasionally 
correcting the material of the Lexicon, supplying chance 
omissions, and especially lilling in not a few details which 
it had not lain in the design of that work to present in 
their entirety. 

As a matter of course, no sucli work as the j»resent 
can pretend to comjdeteness, especially at its first appeavauee. 
The oVdy important texts of which we have exhaustive 
vcrhul indexes arc the Rig-Veda and the Athavva-Veda, 
nor is it known that any other is in [)rcpavation: and only 
where such indexes exist can the inclusion of all that a 
text contains be assured. Put I trust it will be found that 
the measure of completeness here attained is in general 
proportioned to the importance of the material: that it is 
the more indifferent forms and derivatives which, having 
been ])assed over by the Lexicon, have escaped my glean- 
ing also. I expect to continue the work of verification and 
a(ldition, and to make an eventual future edition percei)tibly 
nearer to perfection in its details, and posscssiiig such iui- 
])rovcments in plan as my own experience and the criticisms 
of others may suggest. ^ It is umiecessary to add that

.Of tlie verb-forms which. tliong;Ii not yet found — and. 
for the most j)art, destined never to be found — in recorded 
use, are prescribed or authorized by the Hindu gTammarians. 
a lil>eral ^ presentation is made under the diflerent roots. 
su(di material being* always distinguished from the other by 
being put in sciuarc brackets. It is in no part given at 
first liand, but only as reported by AVestern authorities, the 
Lexicon, AVestergaard's Radices, and the various Euro- 
pean graminars: all of these supplement rather than enn- 
tradiet one another: and any occasional disagreement among 
them is passed over, as relating to a matter of too little 
consequence to l)e worth reporting. 

The periods in tlie life of tlio language wliich are 
acknowledged and distinguished by apjn’opriate notation are 
six: the Veda marked with v.). the Bridimana (with n.). 
tiic earlier or more genuine IJpanisliads (witli i .). the 
8utras (with s.). the epics, Mahrddmrata and Urinmyana 
(with E.), and tlie classical or common Sanskrit iwitli <:.)> 
Tliis classification, lioA\^ever, is hy no means an absolute one. 
and calls for certain explanations and limitations, as follows. 

Under 'A'eda’ (v,) are included only tlie indexed texts 
of the Rlg-A^cda. 8iiimi-Vcda, and Atharva- Veda. In strict- 
ness, certain passages of the Atluirva-Veda should have been 
excluded, as being in prose and BriVhmana-like; and, wlmt 
is of much more importance, tlie older and better part of 
the mrty^//'rt-material in tlic various sam/fifO'^ of the Yajur- 
A^eda. in the Brrihmanas. and even in the Sutras, is quire 
as good A^eda- as most of the Atliarvan. some of it even as 
parts of the Rik. In the present condition of things, liow- 
ever, it did not seem to mo jiracticable to draw the (i^vis-’ 
ion-liue otherwise than in the partly arbitrary way in 
which I have drawn it. When the w2/7;?7/-'/-mateyial is col- 
lected from all }ilaces and compared (as it by all nieaiis 
ought soon to . be) , it will be possible to use the term 
' Veda’ in a more exact sense, both inclusively and exclus- 
ively — though between what is genuinely old and what 
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in in an avtiiicially antique style a definite separation will 
probably never admit of being made. ^ 

It is further to be stated that in the following # lists 
nothing is intended to be marked with sinqile v., as ‘Vedic’, 
that does not occur in the Kig-Veda; what is not Rig- 
Vedic, though it may be found in both tlie other collections, 
is marked Av., or sv., or both, as the case may be. On 
the other hand, if anything occurring only in the Rik among 
the three Vedas is found also in later periods, the fact that 
it does not chance to be met with in tlic Atharvan or Wa- 
man is too iimmportant to notice, and (save perhaps in 
cxcc])tional cases) it is marked v.n. or the like. 

Between Br:ihinana, Aranyaka. and Upanishad, again, 
the line of division is an evanescent one , and ]mrha]>s 
hardly worth the attcm])t at drawfing. But I have followed 
the method of distinguishing by a u. the small number 
of these treatises that have an existence separate from 
Rrahmana or Aranyaka, while not distinguishing the two 
latter from one another. The sign u. is the one of least 
importance and least frequency in the system adopted . 

The division of Sutras 's.) is a plainer one , except so 
far as these treatises contain w^^?^^m-material in their quoted 
verses (as already intimated) — and <5»;«7/W('zwY/-materifil 
also in their quoted formulas. The proi>er language of the 
Sutras themselves is a true continuator of that of the 
Briihinanas. 

As epic (k.) are reckoned only the two great poems, 
the Mahabharata and Ramayana. And in these it has. of 
course, been impossible to distinguisli between the older and 
the more recent parts: although, beyond a question, a con- 
sideral)le part of both is in no manner distinguishable 
from the general later literature, except by a degree of 
archaizing neglect of the strict requirements of the native 
grammar, t ^ 

Everything clSe that is Sanskrit falls under the head 
of classical (c.) , or of the language as written under the 
doinination of the native system of p’ainmar. Here the 
only subdivision which one is tempted to make is to mark 
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sepiiviitely those forms iuul words which are found used 
only,, in the commentaries, and which are therefore o}»eu to 
a heightened Suspicion of artificiality: but this I have not 
tried to do. 

A jofe^-sign {+) indicates that the given formation is 
found i9 occur from the si)ceified period onward, even to 
the latest or classical period. 

Instead of a period, an individual text is sometimes 
refprred to — yet not uj)on any very definite and consistent 
plan (except in the case of the Vedas, as explained above). 
A ‘superior' figure (e. g. uv^'i indicates the numher of times 
a word or form has been met with — yet this, again, only 
in exceptional instances, and not in the case of every 
unique or very rare occurrence. 

8o for as the present -system is concerued, only so 
many specimen-forms are given as suffice to illustrate the 
mode of formation. It would have l)ecu space and time 
thrown away to instance in each case the Mirious sub -for- 
mations — modes, participles, imperfect — that occur, since 
one form implies clearly enough the ])ossil)le existence of 
the rest. The form taken as representative specimen is 
ordinarily the 3d singular, as being often more character- 
istic than the 1st; and that person is even occasionally 
given when, in verbs of infrequent use, it is not itself 
actually quotable. Irregular or exceptional forms, Avhether 
of the earlier or of the later language, are then added in 
parenthesis. Everywhere, an ap])ended means that 

other forms of the same make occur; yet I find on review 
•that I have not used this sign consistently, and its absence 
must not be taken always as indicating more than tliat the 
variety of forms quotable is comparatively small. The various 
modes of present-formation are intended to ))c given m the 
order of their relative regularity or frequency; to each is 
prefixed in brackets the number belonging to it jn the order 
of the conjugation-classes as given by tile Hindu gramma- 
*riaus — since, however mcaningle>ss and unworthy of re- 
tention this may be, it is still widely used, not only in the 
grammars, but cven^by general writers on language. 
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In the other tcii'Se-systeirm, while iii the main the Baine 
method is followed, the intention nevertheless is to give, 
on account of their irreater infrequency and irregularity, a 
consi>ectus of the various tense and modc-foriuatious from 
tlie same stem (not, of course, the particij)les , except for 
tlie aoristh Thus, for example, no <jiiotable piecative, 
either active or middle, is designedly omitted under the 
aq^-ist to which it belongs: nor any (tuotable conditional 
under the first future: nor any pluperfect under the perfect. 
Moreover, in view of the rarity of the 2d sing, perfect active, 
and the uselcs>y prolixity of the native rules as to its forma- 
tion, every example of it is given that has been found to 
‘jcciir. The order in which the aorists are presented is the 
systematic one, without reference to their frequency of use. 

Among the verbal adjectives and nouns are included 
as belonging to the verbal conjugation onh' the passive par- 
ticiple. the infinitives, and the gerunds (along with that in 
-«/w, the distinction of which from an ordinary adverbially 
used accusative is not always easy to draw) ; the gerundives 
are quite too loosely attached to the coujugation-system to 
be wortli tixnitiug as a part of it, and they arc accordingly 
relegated to. the list of derivatives. 

Of the secondary or derivative conjugations, only ex- 
amples enough arc given to show the form of the stem — 
unless, indeed, some unusual or irregular forms are met 
with, in which case they arc duly noted. To cite, for ex- 
ample, the innumerable futures and verbals of the causative 
conjugation , or even its perfects . all of them made upon 
]»recisely the same pattern, would have been wholly useless. 
The causative aorists. however, since they are made di- 
rectly from the root, are of course put along with the other 
aoriscs, save in the exceptional cases where they actually 
come from the causative stem (as atisfldpat^ hlhhisas, etc.). 
All the tertiary c onjiigations, not omitting even the common 
causative passives \aiiy others are quite rare) , are noted so 
far as found. 

In the lists of derivatives are given not only those of 
genuinely primary character, but also those which have 
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come to assume a primary aspect in the language, even 
tliougii of incontestably secondary origin: sucli as the ge- 
rundives in -iamja and Vcdic (from -iu), apd -annja 
(from -and] , tlic nomrna agentis in -//?, and the various for- 
mations in ya (among which hardly any. if any, are really 
Y)rimary) ' These arc in general placed next after the forms 
from which they are presumably derived. ^Ai)art from this, 
the order of arrangement intended to be pursued is in thi; 
main the alpbabctic order of the suffixes, the radical stems 
or those without suffix standing at the head: but such an 
arrangement could not be very strictly carried out, nor d(M?s 
any ])artienlar importance belong to it, considering bow 
easily the columns may be glanced over to verify the j)re- 
sence or ahsenco of any given formation: and some incon- 
sistencies will doubtless be tVuiiuL lieduplicated stems are 
put after the others, and last of all the (^;^f/ 67 *-primitivc for- 
mations from (secondary, or rarely i)rimary or tertiary) con- 
jugation-sterns. Notation of the ))criod of occurrence is 
made in the same way as for the verb-forms. A hyphen 
put before a stem indicates that it has not been found 
quotable otherwise than as jrosterior rnemher of a compound : 
one following a stem uiuch more rareh) shows it to occur 
only as prior member of a coinpound, or in derivative stems 
or in denominative conjugation. 

Throughout the whole work , aeceut-sigus are ai)plied 
only where the word is found actually so marked in aceen- 
tuatod texts. 

It is, of course, impossible to draw the line everywhere 
between the derivatives of a root and words that do not 
belong to it; since etymology is from begiuniiig to end a 
matter of balancing jirobabilities , and thick-set with un-^ 
certainties and clianccs of error. It has been my iiiteiftiou 
to err rather upon the side of liberality of inclusion tlian tlie 
opposite — and certainly I have in not a iow ease^ put under 
certain roots words as to whose eonuectibii with those roots 
have great misgivings; but doubtless also there are words 
omitted, by oversig^it or by failure of judgment, which 
ought to have been included. All such errors, it is hoped, 
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Avill be viewed witli a rcasotiable degree of iiidulgencc, 
considering the novelty and the extreme laborionsness of 
tlie undertaking. Its main intent is to furnish the means 
of examining in their chronologic entirety the groups of 
words and forms that cluster about the so-called roots in 
Sanskrit, that they may be studied, and have ttieir rela- 
tions determined, with more complete understanding: and 
that intent will be gained in spite of minor omissions and 
ina(*euracies. Regarding it as primarily an assemblage of 
materials for study, I have not hastened to anticipate the 
results of comparison by penetrating behind the aspect of 
things as shown in the Sanskrit language itself, or to re- 
duce the materials to an Indo-European basis and form of 
statement. A few intimations as to the more obviously 
])robable connections of certain roots are given in brief notes 
at the end of exposition of forms and derivatives. 

The rej)rcsontative form of the roots is naturally that 
adopted in the grammar to which this work is a supple- 
ment. Although loatli to ditfer from the Petersburg lexicon 
upon sncIi a point, I cannot regret having adopted the r 
instead of tlie ar or m-form (c. g, /if, instead of /-ar, 
krap] of the many roots exhibiting both elements in their 
forms and derivatives. So long as we speak of the Sanskrit 
root trid, and not ved. so long it seems to follow that we 
ought to speak of the root vrt, and not cart, whatever may 
be the Indo-European value of the root in the one case or 
in the (ither. Tlie meanings added after the roots by no 
means claim to be exbaustive; they are in general intended 
only to identify the root. 

As a matter of course , not a few matters of doubtful 
classification present themselves in connection with the verb- 
foruis, of which the scope of the work does not allow a 
discussion. Such are here and there noted by a question- 
mark. Th« classes of forms that contain the most puzzling 
problems are the reduplicated ones , and the present stems 
ending Jn ya: u))on these no new light has been thrown 
since the ])ublication of the author s Gf immar, in which the 
difficulty of their treatment was noticed. 
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111 the iudexes of stems given at the end of the volume, 
a eUissifieation.is adopted which is intended to facilitate the 
historical comprehension of the language, by disKiuguishing 
what belongs respectively to its older avid to its later periods 
from thait which forms a part of it throughout its wdiole 
historv. 

It may ))c added that the manuscript left the author s 
hands complete in July, ISS I : the delay in its appearamje 
is owing- to his distance from the place of printing ajid 
publication. 

I desire to express my obligation to Professor Lanmau 
lor kindly aiding the accuracy of the work by giving tlie 
proof-slicets an additional revision.
